PREFACE 


Some years ago I became convinced that a bibliography of 
the Phi Beta Kappa Society, which has now existed for a century 
and a half, should be compiled, and that such a work would 
demonstrate that the Society has had a not inconsiderable in- 
fluence on American letters. The present attempt, however 
great may be its imperfections, it seems to me amply justifies my 
belief. A large number of our best public addresses, and a re- 
spectable number of poems of merit, have been delivered origi- 
nally before gatherings of the Phi Beta Kappa; and thus the aims 
and ideals of the Society have found expression in literature of 
enduring excellence. 

I desire to express my deep gratitude to all those who have 
co-operated in this undertaking. In some cases the amount of 
work necessitated was considerable, and it is duly appreciated. 

The following arrangement has been adopted: 

1. General catalogues. 

2. Books and articles relating to the Fraternity in general. 
The order is chronological. 

3. Publications relating to individual chapters. The order 
is chronological. 
a. Catalogues. 
b. Orations and addresses. 
c. Poems. 
d. General articles. 

4. Publications relating to alumni associations. The ar- 
rangement is the same as under No. 3. 

s. References to bibliographies of members. 

6. Portraits contained in publications of the Fraternity. 

7. Poems in The Phi Beta Kappa Key. 

It should be added that many of the chapter catalogues con- 
tain brief though well written sketches of the history of the 
Fraternity. Only the more elaborate of these have been in- 
cluded in the list under No. 2. Nor has any account been ren- 
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dered of the college and university annuals, usually published 
by the junior class, in which the names of the active members 
of the various chapters are recorded. 

I shall be grateful to any one who will inform me of omissions 
or errors in these lists. All such information will be embodied 
in a supplementary list. 

This is a second and revised edition of a work which first 
appeared in The Phi Beta Kappa Key from May, 1913, to 
May, 1920.
